State Laboratories Make Bleed Tests 


In Effort to Decrease Rate of 


Insanity Cases,

Madison, Wis., June 
14. — That a 
wider use of the Wasserman test in 
detecting social diseases through ex- 
amination of the blood may lead to de- 
creasing the rate of insanity is indicat- 
ed from the work now being conducted 
at the Mendota state insane hospital 
This work was authorized by the 1913 
legislature and approved by the 1915 
legislature. 
Some rather startling re- 
sults have been obtained. 
Of the 3,683 insane in the state 13 
per cent of them are mentally wrong 
because of syphilis. Of the 1,392 pris- 
oners at Waupuu, IS per cent of them 
are infected with this disease; 20 per 
cent of the 620 feeble minded at Chlp- 
pewa Palls are also infected: 9 per 
cent of the tuberculosis patients at 
the waies.sanltarium are similarlv in- 
fected: and of 2,166 cases submitted 
to the institute from outside physi- 
cians more than 50 per cent have this 
terrible
